JEFFERSON CITY, Novi 12— 
Attorney General J, E, Taylor of 
Missouri, who permitted use of 
his name on a brief supporting 
legislation now before Congress 
which would rencunce the Federal 
Government's rights to oil-rich 
tidelands in coastal areas of the 
nation, declared today this legis- 
lation should not be passed by 
Congress while a federal suit to 
determine the legal ownership is 
pending in the United States Sw 
preme Court, 

“Now that the matter of owner- 
ship is before the Supreme Court 
in the governmenf’s suit, the court 
should be permitted to decide the 
issues and not be stopped by 
legislation,” Taylor told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. 

“Any question of law presented 
to the Supreme Court should be 
determined by the court,” Taylor 
continued, “and legislation which 
would prevent that result should 
not be passed by Congress during 
the pendency of the suit.” 

“Would Rather Stay Out.” 

Taylor said he had not deter- 
mined whether he would request 
withdrawal of his name from the 
‘brief, which he signed last May 
on representations of sponsors of 
the legislation that it involved a 
general issue of states’ rights in 
lands beneath tidewaters and be- 
neath navigable streams, since 
disclosure that the measure was 
backed by a powerful oi] lobby. 

“I would rather stay out of it 
and let the Supreme urt decide 
the issues,” he said. 

Taylor said he ha * been surprised 
to learn recently, from disclosures 
by the Post-Dispatch, that rights 
to rich oil deposits were a major 
objective in the drive for passage 
of the legislation. 

“IT did not know anything about 
any oil controversy, from what 
was submitted to me,” he said. “I 
learned about this from the news- 
papers. No California oi] men, or 
other oi] men, have approached 
me, and I have no interest in a 
scramble between California and 
the Federal Government over oil.” 

Taylor said he had not partici- 
pated in support of the measure 
before Congress, other than to 
authorize use of his name on the 
brief at the request of Attorney 
General Robert W. Kenny of Cali- 
fornia, who has been heading the 
drive for passage of the legisla- 


on, 

Will Not Approach Senators. 

He said he had no intention 
of asking United States Senators 
Frank P. Briggs and Forrest C. 
Donnell of Missouri to do any- 
thing about “immediate favorable 
action on the pending measures,” 
in the Senate. Taylor was urged 
to do this in a letter recently re- 
ceived from Special Assistant At- 
torney General William W. Clary

The air here, 
too, was foul. Finally, the last 
party to board, 250 enlisted men 
and civilians, got the only fully 
ventilated hold of Oroyku Maru, 
the second hold forward, 


Guards, Interpreter. 


About 5 o'clock the Oroyku 
Maru cast off, and headed down 
the bay. Now the prisoners dis- 
covered into whose hands their 
lives had been committed. Their 
guards were mixed, some Jap- 
anese but mostly Formosans, or 
as they were taught to call them, 
“Taiwanis.” The whole party was 
in charge of Lt. Toshino, a Jap- 
anese officer of somewhat West- 
ern and Prussian aspect, with 
short clipped hair, spectacles and 
severe manner. 


Though Lt. Toshino was nom- 
inally in command, the real con- 
trol fell, as it often did in 
“Philippine prisons, in the hands 
of the interpreter. In the pris- 
ons of Luzon and Mindanao, as 
everywhere from Japan to Java, 
the treatment depended on the 
interpreter more than on ‘the 
commanding officer. Toshino 
left as much as possible te. the 
er » and | : 
was a Japanese no 
ever forget. 

Mr. Wada was a hunchback. 
He hated the straight-backed 
world with a cripple’s hatred, 
and all his hatred had turned 
itself on the Americans, He had 
been an interpreter at Minda- 
nao, and already laid up for 
himself an unusual record as 
spy and stool pigeon, : 

The blood of the Americans 
who were to die needlessly be- 
tween Manila and Moji is on 
the hands of all Japanese into 
whose care they were com- 
mitted. But if you believe what 
the survivors say, the man 
whose hands are most ineradi- 
cably smeared is Mr. Wada. 
(There was something about 
him that made him always be 
called “Mr.” Wada). 


Shouts and Groans. 


The Oroyku Maru, as it moved 
down the harbor, became part of 
a convoy of five merchant ships, 
protected by a cruiser and several 
destroyers and lighter craft. They 
moved without lights, their holds 
vomiting forth the hoarse shouts 
of the Americans. 

Discipline had begun to slip in 
the struggling pits of the No. 3 
and No. 1 holds. As air grew 
scarcer, the pleas for air grew 
louder and more raucous. Before 
long the Japanese threatened to 
board down the hatch and cut off 
all air, 

As the cries of struggling men 
persisted, the Japanese lowered 
down into the complete darkness 
of the. pit a series of wooden 
buckets filled with fried rice, cab- 
bage and fried seaweed. In the 
stifling darkness, filled with 
moans and wild shouts, the 
buckets were handed around. 

The officers who had messkits 
scooped in the buckets; the others 
simply grabbed blindly in the 
darkness, palming what they 
could. Some ate, but those in the 
rear ranks got as little if con- 
scious as if they had fainted.

S has been told, on Dec. 13, 1944, the Japs began herd- 
ing some 1600 Americans, already weak and ill from 
nearly three years in Philippine prison camps, into the 
holds of*the hell ship Oroyku Maru in Manila.

These buckets circulated in 
the utter darkness far less 
readily than the similar food 
buckets.

In their in- 
creasingly crazed condition, men 
would tell their neighbors that 
the one bucket was the other, 
and consider it uproarious if a 
hand was dipped in the toilet 
bucket, or the food bucket was 
befouled by a man who had no 
way of knowing what he was 
doing. : 

Mr. Wada was very dissatisfied 
with the clamor issuing from the 
struggling pits of Americans. 
“You are disturbing the Japanese 
women and children,” he called 
down from the top of the hatch to 
Commander Frank Bridget, who 
was shouting himself hoarse try- 
ing to keep order among the suf- 
focating men. “Stop your noise, 
or the hatches will be closed.” 


Hatches Closed. 


The noise of the crazed men 
could not be stopped and the 
hatches were closed.

CHUNGKING, Nov. 12 (AP)— 
Chinese Communists said today 
that they and Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek’s central govern- 
ment had agreed to allow the pro- 
posed political consultative coun- 
cil to settle “all outstanding is- 
sues” of China’s undeclared civil 


war; and that_the council would 
be called into session about Nov. 


The final issue of peace or all- 
out war, however, rests with 
Chiang, a Communist spokesman 
asserted, adding: “If Chiang can- 
cels his orders for ‘bandit sup- 
pression’ there can be peace.” 

The decision to intrust disputed 
issues to the all-party council was 
reached at a Sunday peace talk 
arranged by the increasingly in- 
fluential liberal Chinese Demo- 
cratic League, while war clouds 
thickened as the result of two 
other developments: . 

The government called China’s 
national assembly to meet May 5, 
with no word of whether Commu- 
nists would be given representa- 
tion they demanded; and a top 
nationalist general forecast a ma- 
jor government drive into Man- 
churia “very soon” despite Com- 
munist troops massed to block it. 

“Serious Fighting” in Progress. 

A Communist spokesman report- 
ed “serious fighting” already is 
under way, and he asserted that 
Chinese commando troops trained 
by the United States Office of 
Strategic Services were being em- 
ployed against Communists. 

He said that the political coun- 
cil would discuss “all issues,” in- 
dicating that administration of 
liberated. areas and reorganization 
of the nationalist Chinese army, 
both formerly excluded from the 
council’s agenda, would be in- 
cluded, Technical questions con- 
nected with army organization‘ 
would be left to a military sub- 


committee would not meet until

He added that the governmertt 
announcement of a May 5 meeting 
of the national assembly was a 
surprise; yesterday's three-party 
talk had reached no agreement on 
the date, he reported. 

Parley Delegates Summoned.

DOOLITTLE URGES 

US. TO LEAD WN 
PEACE AND ARM 
10 PRESERVE IT 


Armistice Day Speaker 
Proposes Small but 
Modern and Mobile 
Force With Ground, 


Sea, Air on Parity Basis. 


Lt. Gen. James H. Doolittle, for- 
mer St. Louisan who led the first 
air raid on Tokyo, in an Armistice 
day address today urged that the 
United States take the dominant 
role in a world peace organization, 
but at the same time build a mili- 
tary force “capable of enforcing 
peace.” 

The aviation Pioneer, who com- 
manded the Eighth Air Force in 
the European and Pacific theaters, 
spoke at a luncheon at Hotel Jef- 
ferson, making his first public ap- 
pearance here since he left St. 
Louis for active military service 
five years ago. After the luncheon 
he participated in an Armistice 
day parade through the downtown 
section, 

Gen. Doolittle, who flew here 
from Louisville in a B-25 medium 
bomber, asserted that maintenance 
of world peace and prosperity 
must become a primary objective, 
but we nevertheless must have a 
sound national defense organiza- 
tion. 

For Small Mobile Force. 

He described this defense or- 
ganization as “a smal] but ade- 
quate, highly mobile, ultramodern 
and readily expandable setup in 
which ground, sea and air are on 
a parity.” Declaring that any fu- 
ture war probably would be fought 
across the Arctic wastes, he said 
this would call for a strong, au- 
tonomous air force consisting of 
high-performance fighter planes 
for defense purposes and long- 
range bombers, fighters and 
transports for offense. 

“We will soon have airplanes 
capable of flying 10,000 miles,” he 
declared. “When that time comes, 
we will not need either stationary 
or floating outlying bases, How- 
ever, until aircraft are developed 
with a sufficient range to permit 
them to go from America to any 
part of the world and return, we 
should have established, stocked 


band manned outlying bases in all 


parts of the world.” 

Gen. Doolittle said he _ en- 
visioned a national defense or- 
ganization characterized by unity 
of command and headed by a 
Secretary for National Defense. 
At the operating level there would 
be a chief of all staffs, with a 
specially trained general staff. 
Under this setup, there would be 
an army, navy and air force 
which each co-equal agency would 
have the maximum autonomy and 
would function under a specialist 
in the use of that arm, 

Committee Testimony. 

Gen. Doolittle’s statement on 
this point served: to recall his tes- 
timony last Friday before the 
Senate Military Committee. In 
supporting proposed consolidation 
of the Army and Navy, he dis- 
puted Navy officials’ claims that 
seapower and carrier-based air- 
planes won the war in the Pacific, 
his statements evoking a letter 
of protest from Secretary of the 
Navy Forrestal. 

Comment on Pearl Harbor. 

Preparation for possible war Is 
not incompatible with search for 
peace, he declared in his luncheon 
talk in an earlier interview, he

HULL WINS NOBEL 
PRIZE FOR WORLD 
PEACE EFFORTS 


Former Secretary of State 
Given 1945 Award — 
1944 Honors to Interna- 
tional Red Cross.

OSLO, Nov. 12 (AP)-—It was 
announced today that 1945 Nobel 
peace prize has been awarded to 
Cordell Hull, of the United States, 
who helped build the foundation 
for the United Nations Organiza- 
tion by promoting American- 
British-Russian understanding. 

As Secretary of State, Hull did 
the spadework for the San Fran- 
cisco conference which drafted 
the United Nations charter. He 
was succeeded as Secretary of 
State on Nov. 27, 1944, by Edward 
R. Stettinius Jr. 

Simultaneously it was an- 
nounced that the Nobel peace 
prize for 1944 has been conferred 
on the International Committee 
of the Red Cross at Geneva, 
Switzerland, for its work among 
prisoners of war. It was the sec- 
ond time the Red Cross has re- 
ceived the award, the first time 
being in 1917. 

The 1944 and 1945. awards were 
made by the five-member commit- 
tee of the Norwegian parliament, 
as provided under the will of the 
late Dr. Alfred Nobel, inventor of 
dynamite. 

This marked the first time the 
Nobel prize had been awarded 
since 1938. A Norwegian govern- 
ment spokesman said: “It is 
quite likely prize winners will 
subsequently be named at least 
for the years 1942 and 1943.” 

The Nobel prize is awarded an- 
nually to the person or persons 
“who shall have most or best pro- 
moted the fraternity of nations 
and the abolishment or diminution 
of standing armies and the for- 
mation and extension of peace 
congresses.” Distribution of the 
prizes takes place on Dec. 10, an- 
niversary of Nobel's death. 

Hull, 74 years old, is the eighth 
American to receive the award. 
Others were Theodore Roosevelt 
in 1906; Elihu Root in 1912; Wood- 
row Wilson in 1919; Charles G.

A Japanese officer 
told the soldiers to line up behind 
us, and gave the order for, them 
to start stabbing us.” 

She was bayoneted 12 times, 
then feigned death to escape fur- 
ther wounds, -« 

“Tl eould hear my = children 
around me i crying ‘mother, 
mother,’ and screaming to me” 
before they died, she said. Later, 
furniture wag piled on the bodies, 
soaked with gasoline and set afire. 

Taken to Cemetery. 

“We prayed, saying our last 
words to , knowing that we 
soon would be killed,” testified 
another witness, Soledad Lacson, 
She said that 20 in her group of 
Filipinos were taken to a cemetery 
and stabbed, after Japanese had 
made a “personal search” of the 
women (evidently stripping them) 
to steal Philippines currency. 

As she left the stand, she shout- 
ed at Yamashita: 

“Bloodhound!” 

The witnesses were not cross- 
examined, Sole objection of the 
defense—against the prosecution's 
' bill of particulars charging 1600 
were victims—was overruled. 

Chinese Boy's Testimony. 

A 10-year-old Chinese boy, Ang 
Kim Ling, then took the stand, 
weeping as he told how Japanese 
vat eet Al his whole family in 
Los Banos, Laguna province, a 
few days after American para- 
troopers and guerillas staged their 
spectacular rescue of Allied in- 
ternees from the nearby prison 
camp. Japanese, he sobbed, were

Indian Troops Gain Control of Most of Soera- 
baja—— Natives Fanatically

BATAVIA, Java, Nov. 12 (AP)-— 
Foreign Minister Soebardjo plead- 
ed todey for Soviet interven- 


tion on behalf of his unrecognized 
Indonesian republic as heavily 
supported British Indian infantry 
gained control of virtually all of 
Soerabaja. 

“It is apparent now that Britain 
is paving the way for the reimpo- 
sition of Dutch rule in Indonesia,”

that the Russians aid in winning 
“justice from the world” for the 
Indonesians, He promised that the 
Indonesians would assist Allied 
forces in disarming and evacuat- 
ing Japanese forces in Java. 

“By the very principle of inde- 
pendence we do not like foreign 
troops on Indonesian soil,” 80e- 
bardjo told the Soviet foreign com- 
missar.

Soerabaja Battle. 

The Netherlands news agency 
A.N.E.T.A. said that British Indian 
tank crews turned back fanatical 
charges by Indonesian nationalists 
in winning control of most of 
Soerabaja. 

Many Indonesians were killed in 
the charges, the dispatch said. 
There still was no indication, how- 
ever, that the natives were prepar- 
ing to give up the fight. 

British headquarters ordered a 
curfew at the big Java naval base 
from 10 p.m, to 4:30 am.

Heavy Casualties, 
Both Indonesian 


casualties at Soerabaja were 
heavy. President Soekarno de 
clared that “thousands and thou- 
sands” of civilians had been killed 
in a “vast massacre.” An official 
British report said that many of 
the “enemy” were killed in “fa- 
natical charges against British 
tanks” and that “many Indo 
nesian bodies were removed by 
women.” 

A British announcement said 
that through yesterday British 
casualties included one dead, nine 
wounded and 183 officers and men 
missing.

Skeptical of Group as 


Junior League Affair.

{Second of Three Articles.‘ 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 12—The 
plan under which the American 
Red Cross agreed to reimburse 
Jabor union relief committees for 
expenses incurred in raising Red 
Cross funds appears to have been 
a marriage of convenience that 


ripened into something approach- | 


ing affection. . 

It has been brought to public 
attention that the committees af- 
filiated with the Congress of In- 
dustrial Organizations and _ the 
American Federation of Labor 
have received more than a half- 
million dollars from the Red 
Cross since the start of the war. 

Events leading up to the agree- 
ment were set down in March of 
1944 by Guy Emerson, Wall Street 
banker, who for many years has 
participated in Treasury and pri- 
vate fund campaigns and who 
eame to Washington at the begin- 
ning of the war to assist the Red 
Cross. He was largely responsible 
for the organization’s wartime 
labor relations. 

He outlined the story in a let- 
ter to the late Norman H. Davis, 
then Red Cross chairman, as a 
means of putting on the record a 
gummary of proceedings of which 
mo record was kept. Some points 
in the outline were expanded by 
Emerson in a conversation with 
the correspondent and other fill-in 
details were obtained elsewhere. 

Development of Relations. 

The account follows: 

The first wartime campaign, 
Emerson said, which started a 
few days after Pearl Harbor and 
ended March 5, 1942, developed 
the fact that there existed “con- 
siderable areas in which there 
was a lack of knowledge. In some 
quarters there was a definite ele- 
ment of resistance. The labor 
field was one of these.” 

The reasons appeared to be that 
erganized labor had not been 
asked to join the Red Cross; that 
labor felt it had been discrimi- 
nated against in certain Red 
Cross disaster activities, and that 
labor felt the Red Cross was run 
pretty generally by the well-to- 
do. To the factory worker the 
typical Red Cross volunteer was 
a member of the Junior League 
in powder blue uniform who 
drove a station wagon. 

The Red Cross felt it would 
be necessary to enlist this newly 
prosperous labor group in its 
fund-raising activities if the bur- 
geoning wartime quotas were to 
be met. It also needed co-opera- 
tion in such projects as bandage 
making. Emerson estimated there 
were 15 million members in these 
labor organizations and that they 
represented, with their families, 
a fairly cohesive group of 40 mil- 
lion persons. The Red Cross had 
few labor contacts and was un- 
certain how to proceed. 

In the summer of 1942 the Red 
Cross learned the labor commit- 
tees had been formed and were 
hiring staffs with the intention 
of embarking on national pro- 
grams covering united appeals for 
the support of all war drives. 

“Obviously,” said Emerson, 
“such a program was very dis- 
quieting. Funds were to be col- 
lected from local unions and 
transmitted to national pools. 
After the deduction of expenses, 
the total sums were to be appor- 
foned among the various causes, 
including the Red Cross. This 
procedure by-passed our (3754) 
chapter organizations and raised 
many problems which gave us 
grave concern.” 

Chests-Labor Understanding. 

Meanwhile Community Chests 
and Councils, Inc., which later was 
included in the National War 
Fund, had been negotiating with 
the labor committees on a plan 
to reimburse them for their ex- 
penses in raising funds. An un- 
derstanding was reached Aug. 17, 
1942. 

A statement issued by E. A. 
Roberts, president of the Commu- 
nity Chests and Councils, and ap- 
proved by Winthrop W. Aldrich, 
president of the National War 
Fund, has the following to say: 

“By that time (early in 1942) 
inuumerable campaigns were be- 
ing proposed or had already been 
organized. In addition to chest 
campaigns there was now an an- 
nual Red Cross appeal of major 
proportions, the United Service Or- 
ganizations already were raising 
substantial sums of money; two or 
three war bond campaigns a year 
were contemplated, adherents of 
each Allied nation were raising 
funds separately. There was also 
an inconceivable number of Trade, 
religious and racial groups that 


‘wanted to express their own indi- 
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vidual concern for war sufferers 
everywhere. The choice was be- 
tween united effort and separat- 
ism, between order and complete 
chaos in local communities. Com- 
nrunity Chests and Councils, Inc. 
and organized labor placed their 
influence behind a unified appeal.” 


Problems Pointed Out. 


During negotiations with Com- 
munity Chests, representatives of 
the two labor groups called on 
Emerson to learn if there were 
any conflicts with plans of the 
Red Cross. “We pointed out what 
our problems were and they said 
‘We'll see if we can do it your 
way,” Emerson related. Five or 
six lengthy conferences followed. 
The plans for national labor war 
pools were abandoned. “In order 
to give effect to this result,” 
Emerson continued, “which obvi- 
ously was of great value to us, 
we then proceeded to draft a form 
of agreement stating that labor 
would, in the case of the Red 
Cross, respect our policy of hold- 
ing separate campaigns, and 
would divert its war fund staff to 
fund collections in co-operation 
with our chapters. 

“In the summer of 1942 a state- 
ment of mutual understanding was 
completed and the labor repre- 
sentatives came in to sign on their 
part. We then learned, for the 
first time, that the representatives 
of the Community Chests and 
Councils had already suggested 


ganizations for the expenges of 
their welfare work. Their pro- 
spective fund was, at that time, 
three times as large as ours, and 
they offered to pay three-fourths 
of the cost. 

“We were frankly taken by sur- 
prise. It will be recalled that dur- 
ing that period a very strong ef- 
fort was being made by the Chests 
to bring the Red Cross into joint 
campaigns all over the country. 
The chests sought labor support 
in this project. Considerable bit- 
ter feeling had been generated, 
and the frank interchange which 
has now developed between the 
national war fund and ourselves 
did not exist. 

Had a Choice to Make. 
"“We had the choice of taking 
part in a labor agreement with a 
group which represented the most 
substantial business leaders in 
America or of refusing to take 
part. If we joined we could not 
have a ‘free ride’ but must pay 
our share. If we did not join we 
surrendered the field of union and 
plant organization to a combined 
effort on the part of labor and the 
Chests, with the Red Cross work- 
ing at a great disadvantage. 

“After consultation with you 
(Davis) and the staff we decided 
to go along. We did not initiate. 
this plan. But we were facing a 
realistic problem in an emergency 
period.” 

The agreement was ratified by 
the Red Cross Central Committee, 
the governing body, Sept. 17, and 
copies were sent to all chapters 
early in October. 

Committee Membership. 

Membership on the committee 
at that time consisted of Davis, 
Sumner Welles, Under Secretary 
of State; Maj. Gen. James Carre 
Magee, United States Army sur- 
geon general; R. Adm. Ross T. 
McIntire, United States Navy ‘sur- 
geon general; Daniel W. Bell, Un- 
der Secretary of the Treasury, and 
Francis Biddle, Attorney General, 
and Eliot Wadsworth, Llayd B: 
Wilson, Miss Mabel T. Boardman, 
and Mrs. Dwight F. Davis, all of 
Washington; George L. Harrison, 
Mrs. Henry P. Davison, and Mrs. 
August Belmont, all of New York, 
and Henry Upson Sims of Birm- 
ingham, Ala.; Gurney E. Newlin of 
Los Angeles, Charles H. Kellstadt 
of Cleveland and James B. Forgan 
of Chicago. There was one va- 
cancy, later filled by Harry Hop- 
kins, confidential adviser to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

The labor committees with 
which the Red Cross has the 
agreement constitute a fairly re- 
cent development, the one affili- 
ated with the AFL being the older. 
This group was formed in 1938 
as the Labor League for Human 
Rights. Its purpose was to assist 
refugees and to carry on an edu- 


cational program against totali- 
tarianism. It was supported by 
several AFL unions. In 1940 it 
expanded its activities to include 
aid for British labor and the 
following year formed the United 
Nations Relief, AFL, to assist 
Russia, China and other nations 
fighting the Axis. The committee 
is not a component of the AFL. 
The CIO formed its relief com- 
mittee in 1941, with much the 


die|same objectives as the AFL group.

Luncheon Interrupted. 

Gen. Doolittle did not get much 
to eat at the luncheon, his meal 
being constantly interrupted by 
autograph’ seekers. When he 


stood up to speak, he put on steel- |: 


rimmed giassés to read his manu- 
script. 

The war hero is only five feet, 
six inches tall, and his head was 
only slightly higher than the top 
of the lectern at the speakers’ ta- 
ble. He spoke rapidly in a deep 
voice with a twang, occasionally 
deviating from his prepared text 
to give sidelights on aerial com- 
bat. 


More than 1000 persons at- 
tended the luncheon, an annual 
Armistice day event sponsored by 
the St. Louis Conference of Amer- 
ican Legion Posts. The brightly 
costumed Musicians’ Post Band 
dedicated the Army Air Corps 
song to the tanned guest of honor.

He wore four 
rows of decorations and service 
ribbons topped by the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor, but his 
Manner was simple and engaging. 

Interviewed while being driven 
into the city, he declined further 
comment on his testimony before 
the Senate committee.

Police today were seeking to 
learn what connection Charles Ed- 
ward Spurgeon, who was shot and 
killed in East St. Louis yesterday, 
had with George Tyson or any of 
the other victims of the recent 
series of killings on the East Side. 

Spurgeon, a veteran, was 
shot in the ‘abdomen in the Club 
Crescent, 922 Missourr avenue, by 
Raymond Belcher, early yesterday. 
Belcher at first said Spurgeon had 
been with Joseph Callahan on Fri- 
day night when Callahan fired a 
shot at him as he was leaving 
a tavern at Twenty-seventh street 
and St. Clair avenue. Later he 
said he was not positive that 
Spurgeon had accompanied Cal- 
lahan., 

Callahan was wounded in a 
tavern at 704 State street, Madi- 
son, July 16. Mrs. Kathryn Mor- 
rison, who witnessed the shoot- 
ing, was killed in the same place 
a week later, after she had iden- 
tified Tyson as Callahan’s assail- 
ant. Tyson and Miss Ethel Sparks 
were found murdered in a field 
near Rockport, Ind., last month. 

Tells Police of Shooting. 

Before he died Spurgeon told 
police he was standing at the bar 
in the club when a man whom he 
didn’t know came over to him 
and said something he did not 
understand. Before he had a 
chance to say anything, Spurgeon 
said, the man drew a pistol and 
shot him, . 

Belcher, a taxicab driver, who 
lives at 712 North Fifty-first street, 
East St. Louis, appeared to be in 
a Stupor when arrested. He said 
he shot Spurgeon after Spurgeon 
jiggled his arm when he was try- 
ing to drink whisky. 

On Friday night, Belcher said, 
he was approached by Callahan, 
Carl F. Grafe and Spurgeon as he 
was getting into his taxicab after 
having left the Toddle Inn at Thir- 
ty-seventh street and St. Clair ave- 
nue. Without warning, he said, 
Callahan shot at him. He said he 
drove away, went to his home and 
got a rifle. Then, with his wife, 
Leona, he returned to the Toddle 
Inn, to look for Callahan and his 
companions. 

“If they had been there I would 
have killed them then,” Belcher 
told police, 

Says Spurgeon Jostled Him. 
Early Sunday morning Belcher 
went to the Club Crescent. He 
said Spurgeon kept jostling his 
arm and he asked him to stop it. 
When Spurgeon continued to both- 
er him, he said, he went out to 
his taxi and got a pistol. 

“I told him to leave me alone,” 
Belcher said, “but when he started 
at me I fired two shots. He fell 
to the floor and then Grafe 
grabbed my arm. The next thing 
I knew the police were there.” 
Grafe, who is also a _ taxicab 
driver and lives at 1224 St. Louis 
avenue, told police he did not see 
Belcher when he entered the

Dr. Metz Says Government Stresses Bargain- 
ing Rights, but Pacts Are Not 
Binding.

WASHINGTON, Nov, 12—The 
Federal Goverhment has tended to 
place greater emphasis on increas- 
ing the bargaining power of 
workers than on the peaceful 
settlement of labor disputes or the 
right of self-organization. 

That is the opinion of Dr. 
Harold Metz of the Brookings In- 
stitution in Washington. A study 
conducted by him for the institu- 
tion was made public today. 

“To increase the bargaining 
power of employes,” Dr. Metz said, 
“the Government has protected 
their right to organize, strike, 
picket, boycott and bargain collec- 
tively, with very few limitations 
on these activities even though in- 
terstate commerce ig thereby im- 
peded, 

“Even minority groups of 
workers can utilize these weapons 
against the interests of majority 
‘| groups. The purpose of the policy 
of protecting the right to engage 
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in concerted action is to encour- 
age the making of collective 
agreements, yet little is done to 
insure that these agreements are 
binding and enforceable. Even

NAGASAKI, Nov. 12 (AP) — 
Only now is Nagasaki beginning 
to dig itself out of the ruins 
caused by the atomic bomb ex- 
plosion of Aug. 9. Americans here 
say that the utter community 
stupor which persisted for weeks 
after the bomb fell is beginning 
to give way to the first efforts 
to make living conditions toler- 
able. 

Food is fairly plentiful, since 
Nagasaki lies in the heart of a 
rich agricultural area which suf- 
fered little from war’s devasta- 
tion. 

Scores of thousands who fled 
after the bombing are returning 
until the population, formerly 
nearly 300,000, now approaches 
200,000. 

Valley Swept by Blast.

60,000 Killed. 

Capt. Herbert W. Horne Jr. of 
Lowell, Mass., American military 
government medical officer for 
southern Kyushu, quoted Japa- 
nese figures saying 30,000 to 40,- 
000 persons perished almost in- 
stantaneously when the bomb fell. 

An equal number died, Horne 
said, in the next six weeks, nearly 
all of them the victims of gamma 
rays, which are similar to X-rays 


and which were by-products of the 
atomic fission. Their chief effect 
was to destroy by burning the 
bone tissue, including blood-mak- 
ing cells within the bone marrow, 
making a person incapable of re- 
storing his own blood. 

Many also suffered ray-burned 
intestines, making them incapable 
of digestion. The general result 
was a wasting disease against 
which Japanese science was help- 
less. 

American Hospitals. 
A few are still dying—three or 
four weekly. The Americans are 
establishing hospitals to care for 
the sufferers of this and other 
ailments with which Japanese phy- 
sicians are unable to cope. 

The Americans also are assist- 
ing in establishing a sanitation 
system to ward off epidemics and 
thus protect American occupation 
forces, which are made up chiefly

They 
recovered the bodies and took 
them to Quonset.

REDEPLOYMENT JOB 
IN PACIFIC THIRD DONE 


Navy Alone Has Returned 
835,899 of 2,500,000 in 
Theater in August. 


PEARL HARBOR, Nov. 12 
(AP)—More than one third of the 
2,500,000 service men in the Pa- 
cific last August already have 
been returned to the United 
States. 

Pacific fleet headquarters an- 

nounced today Navy-operated ves- 
sels alone had returned 835,899 
personnel. Thousands more have 
reached the mainland by air, 
aboard Army transports or on 
War Shipping Administration ves- 
sels, , 
In a review of the Pacific re- 
deployment situation fleet head- 
quarters reported 440,715 service 
men were returned on Navy ships 
in October and another 145,325 
reached the maihland in the first 
10 days of November, This com- 
pared with 249,856 separatees 
reaching the United States in Sep- 
tember, 

The Navy reported 144 vessels 
with a capacity of 200,000 pas- 
sengers either en route or loading 
as of Nov. 10. Of those 63 with a 
capacity of 88,000 are scheduled to 
arrive at west coast ports between 
Nov. 11 and 17. An additional 41 
with a capacity of 57,000 are due 
after Nov. 17. : 

The Navy announced that only 
shipg which cannot be used for 
the transportation of personnel 
will be employed in the roll-up of 
Pacific bases and to handle the 
naval surplus disposal program. 


High-Point Veterans “Marooned” 
in Pacific Promised Ship. 

HONOLULU, Nov. 12 (AP) — 
Complaints from 140 high-point 
veterans, on lonely Canton island 
in the Phoenix group, that they 
have been awaiting transportation 
home since last July brought con- 
firmation—and a promise of a 
quick ride—from the Mid-Pacific 
Command's transportation office 
yesterday. 

The office, acknowledging com- 
plaints appearing in the Army 
newspaper Stars and Stripes, at- 
tributed the delay to the fact that 
only a few men at a time had be- 
come eligible for discharge. This, 
it said, made it necessary to wait 
until enough were eligible to jus- 
tify sending a troopship approxi- 
mately 2000 miles from Honolulu 
to pick them up. 

A troopship now in a forward 
area, the office promised, will 
stop at Canton on its return trip 
and pick up all eligible men, 
Similar complaints were re- 
ceived by Stars and Stripes re- 
cently from high-pointers on 
Christmas island, approximately 
1800 miles south of Hawaii. 


Transportation From West to East 
Coast on Ships Approved, 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 12 
(AP)—The Navy has approved 
transportation, on a volunteer 
basis, of homeward-bound Pacific 
war veterans to Atlantic and Gulf 
Coar: ports on ships headed east- 
ward through the Panama Canal.

NEW YORK, Nov. 12 (AP)—

JEWS WITHOUT POLITICAL 
FRIENDS, LOWENTHAL SAYS 


Although resettlement of dis- 
placed Jews, made homeless by 
the war, is a problem of all 
nations, Jews are alone and 
friendless politically and cannot 
expect help, Marvin Lowenthal, 
author and lecturer, said here last 
night. —

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Arnold Says Germans Solve

WASHINGTON, Nov, 12 (AP).

joyment of the first good meal I had had since the war started. 


Only five planes arrived at Kyu- 
shu in time for lunch, The sixth, 
containing Maj. Gen. George F. 
Moore, was long overdue. We 
waited for it all afternoon, and my 
worry over him and the officers 
with him mounted. Our scheduled 
train time of 4:30 p.m. arrived and 
passed. But just at dusk the 


plane bearing Moore appeared 
over the field and made its land- 
ing. It had been en route about 
2 hours. 

: We were given supper at the 
game hotel and when it was done 
we were taken to a train. It was 
another all-night ride, and on the 
morning of Oct. 8, 1944, we stopped 
at a large Kyushu city named 
Beppu. We were met there by @ 
alkative 
va had seen at Tamazato. He 
was born in San Francisco and 
spoke more American slang per 
sentence than I had ever heard 
before or since. He took charge 
of us, put us in busses and took 
us to a hotel where we were de- 
lighted to find all the American 
general officers we had last seen 
at Tamazato on June 5, 1943. 
They showed the stark effects of 
their remarkable stand against the 
Jap cruelties at Shirakawa, and 
it was then that I heard their 
stirring story from Brig. Gen. 


Lewts Beebe. 

We stayed at the flimsy hotel 
through Oct. 8 and 9, during 
which time I was permitted to 
use the hot bath in the cellar for 
my ailing back. On the morning 
of the 9th we moved on by train 
and rode all day to a seaport 
city whose name I never learned. 
We were hurried through the 
streets to a ship and packed in 
like fish. The ship lay there that 
night while we tried to find room 
to sleep, and left the next morn- 
Re. . 
was almost certain by now 
that we would be taken to one 
of the other main Jap islands, per- 
haps Honshu, but I soon saw 
from the position of the sun that 
we were sailing in a northwester- 
ly direction. We knew then we 
were going to Korea and perhaps 
farther north, and the matter of 
our tropical clothing began to con- 
cern us. We had suffered enough 
from the cold the previous two 
winters in relatively -mild For- 
mosa. 

About noon of that day’s voy- 
age we were startled to hear a 
ship machine gun burst into action 
and thought immediately that we 
had been attacked by an American 
plane (as, I later learned, did the 
Americans who followed us from 
Heito by boat). But when we 
rushed to the portholes we saw 
that the gun was firing only at a 
floating mine. 

We were fed cold rice, a few 
vegetables and strips of some 
Strange fish shortly after noon, 
and at 5:30 we approached a har- 
bor which Gen. Defermery, a 
Dutch officer who had traveled 
in this region, identified as Fusan, 
Korea. They herded us off the 
ship and to a hotel, where we 
were rather decently fed, and then 
moved us on to an office building 
from whose rooms al] furniture 
and floor covering had been re- 
moved. Each room held a bundle 
of blankets in a corner. We rolled 
up in them and slept. 

The Japs routed us early in the 
morning and took us back to the 
hotel for some fish and warming 
tea, then marched us to a rail- 
road. They .would not tell us 
where we were being taken. 


After riding all that day and 
through the next two days and 
nights on back-breaking wooden 
seats, we arrived at a bleak west- 
ern Manchurian village named 
Sheng Tai Tun, just over a low 
mountain range from the Gobi 
Dessert. It was freezing. Our 
malnutrition and the long stay in 
the tropics had thinned our blood 
to the consistency of water. None 
of us had overcoats or even mod- 
erately warm clothing. To a man, 
we began to shake and our teeth 
clattered like castanets. 


The barren new camp, half a 
mile from the railroad, had once 
been occupied by Russian troops 
guarding the Manchurian railway 
under the terms of an old treaty. 
We lined up outside th® barracks, 
still shaking with the eold, and 
the camp commander made a long 
and characteristically senseless 
speech. Then we had to form a 
queue and sign statements that 
we would obey the, rules of the 


Jap soldier-interpreter 


ate aim in life was to get some 
warmth into our bones. We found 
an old Russian stove, a gigantic 
affair with a small, low opening 
for coal, and built a fire, which 
had to be stoked constantly while 
we were there, for the coal was 
very bad. 

The arrival of our first meal 
made us realize, to our joy, that 
we had at last moved out of the 
rice-eating and watery soup world. 
The meal contained bread, real 
white bread, and a thick vegetable 
cake mixed with maize or millet. 


It was a hard life at Sheng Tai 
Tun. We had no work to do, but 
there were no books, and walking 
outside in the piercing gales was 
too rigorous. We could not get 
warm clothing and could not move 
far from our stoves. The kitchen, 
bathhouse and latrine were from 
30 to 50 yards away from the bar- 
racks and all of us 
troubled with our kidney ailments. 
There was no. hot water or soap for 
washing ourselves or our dishes. 
Our hands cramped when we put 
them in the frigid water. But we 
made the best of things; even had 
a little “club life” at nights. We 
would save part of our bread, slice 
it very thin, toast it brown over 
our Russian stove—“a la Melba 
toast”—and then assemble in my 
room and munch on it and talk. 

Our colonels, orderlies and cer- 
tain others*arrived on Nov. 14, 
1944, with our heavier luggage. 
Sympathetically, we watched them 
shake and shiver outside the bar- 
racks while the camp commander 
made his speech and they signed 
their good conduct papers. But at 
last. we were united, a union 
which was colored by my disap- 
pointment in learning that my 
aides, Col. Johnny Pugh and Maj. 
Tom Dooley, had been left behind 
in — for want of enough 
rank. 


The new men brought books 
with them, too, which were great 
gifts. 

Our bleak days dragged on. The 
climate in that part of the world 
is extremely dry and the winds 
are of tremendous force, Our old 
barracks was hazy with dust day 
and night. To combat it we be- 
gan springling the floors twice a 
day, and this proved disastrous 
to Gen. King. 

One night a Jap guard came 
into our room to check up on us 
just after we had wet down the 
floor. As we jumped up and 
started for our appointed places 
at the foot of our sleeping bench, 
Gen. King slipped and fell heavily 
on his right hip, hurting himself 
so badly that it was with the 
greatest difficulty that he was 
able to get back to his feet. I 
at once called two American doc- 
tors in the barracks. They decid- 
ed after a preliminary examina- 
tion that King had either frac- 
tured his hip or seriously torn its 
ligaments. They made him &s 
comfortable as they could for the 
night. 

The next day an American 
medical officer, and an Australian 
and a Dutch doctor, gave him a 
more thorough examination, all 
wishing aloud that they had an 
X-ray. They devided that he had 
fractured either the head of the 
femur or possibly that part of the 
pelvis in which the femur articu- 
lates. They managed to beg a 
ring splint from the Jap hospital 


and fitted him up as best they 
coulu, but the best was far from' 


comfortable on that short, hard 
bed. 


On Dec. 1, 1944, the 16 seniors 
of the group, along with their 16 
orderlies, were ordered to pack up 
again. Once more we had to say 
farewell to the younger officers 
whose lot we had shared. We 
marched through biting zero 
weather to the train and piled 
inte it in a state of numbness. 
Poor King had to be carried to 
the train on a litter. 

Bu. there in our barren car, to 
our cternal joy, were 288 Ameri- 
car Red Cross packages, only the 
seccid batch we had received 
since our captivity began $31 
months before. We placed Gen. 
King’s litter over the backs of 
two of the train seats and 
dreamed of the time when the 
Japs would condescend to let us 
open our packages.

The Nazi fuse had passed labor- 
atory and field tests, mounted on 


a rocket-propelled missile for use 


against Allied aircraft, when the 
equipment fell into Allied hands. 

The American fuse, electronic- 
ally activated, explodes an artil- 
lery shell or other projectile when 
it reaches the proximity of a 
target, The United’States military 
rates the fuse as next in import- 
ance to the atomic bomb among 
the secret weapons of the war. 

The Germans apparently solved 
the secret within five months 
after the fuse was used for the 
first time against them in the 
Ardennes offensive early last 
winter. 

Arnold's report contains the pic- 
ture of a rocket-propelled, gyro- 
stabilized rocket weapon for use 
against aircraft, designated by the 
Germans as the “X-4.” The picture 
caption said cryptically that the 
“potency of X-4 was tremendously 
increased by proximity fuse,” the 
first official admission that the 
Germans had matched the Ameri- 
can secret weapon. 


Ready for Production. 
In answer to a reporter’s ques- 
tions, Army officers here said the 


Germans had tested the proximity- os 


fused missile both as an air-to- 
air weapon (anti-aircraft) fire from 
the ground).

Allied questioning of a high- 
ranking captured German officer

Space Ships Forecast. 

Arnold in his report said that 
atomic bomb warfare waged from 
space ships is “withip the fore- 
seeable future” and gave an eerie 
picture of conflict for which the 
United States should be prepared, 

The commanding general of the 
Army Air Forces mentioned space 
ships—now existing only in comic 
page adventure str:ps—as a coun- 
ter weapon if defenses are devel- 
oped against a 3000-mile an hour 
rocket delivering atomic ex- 
plosives. 

“The design of such a ship is 
all but practicable today,” Arnold 
said in a summary of the air war 
and recommendations for the fu- 
ture prepared for Secretary of 
War Patterson. 

Arnold, who has expressed his 
intention of retiring soon, pro- 
posed that the United States con- 
tinue to develop the type of stra- 
tegic bombing used in World War 
II and in which it is a “recog- 
nized master” until improved anti- 
aircraft defenses make it imprac- 
ticable. 

After that, ‘rnold said, the 
United States should be ready 
with a weapon of the German 
V-2 type, a rocket launched pro- 
jectile that traveled some 3000 
miles an hour and went from 50 
to 60 miles high. 

“V-2 is ideally suited to deliver 
atomic explosives,” he said, “be- 
cause defense against it would 
prove extremely difficult.” 

And when defenses against a 
3000-miles-an-hour projectile is 
developed, he said. the United 
States must be ready to launch 
such projectiles nearer the target 
to shorten their flight and make

Interlude With Nature 


Yo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Thoreau said he went to the woods to 
face the essential facts of life, to live 
sturdily and Spartan-like, to cut a broad 
swath and shave close, to reduce life to 
its lowest terms. Every morning was a 
cheerful invitation to live on an equal 
footing with nature, every dawn accom- 
panied by the undulations of celestial 
music. 
Had Thoreau lived in North Missouri, 
his desire to search. for beauty and com- 
mune with the mysteries of nature might 
have been rewarded by finding on gravel 
slopes, the old glacial moraines, a va- 
riety of stones tinged with all the hues 
of the rainbow. To what extent he 
would have investigated the origin and 
geological feature of these stones is not 
known. Doubtless he would have had 
something interesting to say about them, 
for of all things in nature, they are 
most mysterious and enticing. 
These stones, which belong to a gen- 
eral group known as chalcedony tend, 
like rare and precious flowers, to be 
obscure and difficult to find, not caring 
much to be displayed to the human eye, 
or to have their rough outer shell ground 
away by the lapidary. They date back 
millions of years and are presumed to 
have been formed in lava rock when 
the earth was in a semi-fluid condition. 
Torn loose by the powerful force of 
slowly drifting glaciers, they were de- 
posited here in the muck and gravel of 
the streams and hillsides when the ice 
receded. They include such choice semi- 
precious stones as the red and white car- 
nelian, jasper, onyx, chrysoprase, rose 
quartz, rock-crystal, agate, sard, sar- 
donyx, amethyst, bloodstone and many 
others of a lovely and enduring color, 
P Few are aware that such stones can 
be found north of the Missouri river 
and generally over Northern Illinois, In- 
diana and west in Nebraska, the Dako- 
tas and Montana. In searching for them, 
be sure to go out on a bright sunny day, 
preferably after a heavy rain. Look 
sunwise, for its penetrating rays fre- 
quently expose the beauty and transpar- 

ncy of a stone which otherwise may 
elude the searcher. 

To add to the interest of this hobby, 
procure the necessary equipment to 
grind and polish the stones, and through 
the years one may obtain a collection 
ahat is a source of delight and wonder 
and the envy of all one’s friends.

The Bombing of Soerabaja 


The President of the United. States, at a state 


_ dinner Saturday night, praised the British Em- 


pire for having a constant foreign policy, al- 
ways backed by the British people no matter 
what party was in power, and said he hoped this 
country could have a foreign policy “which will 
be the policy of the people,” not of any party. 

The Prime Minister of Great Britain gracious- 
ly acknowledged the tribute, and went on to say 
that “what we need most of all is a universal 
foreign policy, directed not to any immediate aim 
of any particular country, but conceived in the 
interest of all the people of the world.” 

Those were noble words, bravely spoken, on 
both sides. But how close to reality were they, 
in either the present or the future? 

While Mr, Truman was applauding the “Brit- 
ish people’s policy,” British bombing planes, na- 


val guns and land forces were hurling devasta-_ 


tion into Soerabaja, a great city of the Dutch 
East Indies. Indonesian nationalists report tre- 
mendous casualties among both soldiers and ci- 
vilians. Those reports may be subject to heavy 
discount, yet the late war showed again and 
again that a close-packed city of a half-million 
(or any city, for that matter) cannot be bombed 
without heavy loss of lives and property. 

In fact, the reports from Soerabaja bear a 


sickening resemblance to the news from War- . 


saw, Rotterdam, Belgrade, Athens, Coventry and 
London when they were subjected to the bombs 
of the Nazis. The reports are particularly sicken- 
ing since this is undeclared war being waged by 
the British against a subject people in revolt 
against another country. 

How solidly are the British people behind such 
a foreign policy? For that matter, how solidly 
are the American people behind our own inter- 
vention in China? If a poll could be taken at 
this moment, there is little prospect that either 
course of intervention could rally more than 
the feeblest popular support. One instructive 
piece of news for Mr, Attlee is the strike of 
British crewmen of a ship scheduled to leave 
Sydney with 1600 Dutch troops bound for Java. 

Since few Dutch soldiers are in the East In- 
dies, the British are doing the dirty work for the 
rich islands’ overlords. Carleton Beals calls 
those islands “the juiciest colonial plum in the 
world.” Their exploitation has brought vast 
wealth to Holland. 

What has it brought the natives? For one 
thing, it has brought little education; the illit- 
eracy rate after 300 years of Dutch occupation 
is 90 per cent. For another thing, it has brought 
heavy taxation; for instance, an increase of 250 
per cent in the 1919-29 period. And Dutch 
colonial administration is widely represented as 
enlightened! 

So the natives were complacent when the Jap 
invaders came. In fact, the Dutch feared to 
arm them for resistance. Now the Dutch, though 
newly liberated from foreign occupation them- 
selves, want to retain their hold. The British, 
fearing that a successful revolt in Java would be 
a bad example to their own colonies, rush to 
put down the nationalists. 

Is this a “people’s foreign policy,” as Mr. Tru- 
man expansively proclaims? It sounds more like 
the policy of the Col. Blimps, of the Churchill 
who was turned out by a landslide Labor vote. 
It disregards the warning sounded by Wendell 
Willkie three years ago to all nations that bene- 
fit by the colonial system: 


After centuries of ignorant and dull com- 
pliance, hundreds of millions of people in 
Eastern Europe and Asia have opened the 
books. Old fears no longer frighten them. 
They are no longer willing to be Eastern 
slaves for Western profits. ... The big house 
on the hill surrounded by mud huts has lost 
its awesome charm. 


There can be a “universal foreign policy,’con- 
ceived in. the interest of all the people of the 
world,” which Mr, Attlee,urges. But if it is for 
ALL the people, it will have no place for the 
old, discredited colonial imperialism. It will 
provide for ultimate independénce of the de- 
pendent peoples, an opportunity for their ad- 
vancement without paying tribute to economic 
masters in The Hague, London or anywhere 
else. 
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Still Lacking: A Housing Leader 


In branding as “charity” any public attempt 
to provide emergency housing for the thousands 
of St. Louis’s homeless, the president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, George C, Smith, ex- 
pressed the philosophy that when private enter- 
prise breaks down, the best thing to do about 
it is nothing. That, we submit, is the open door 
to Socialism.

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Unfairness in the Pearl Harbor Probe 

The Pearl Harbor investigating committee of 
the House and Senate is becoming a farcical dis- 
play of partisan injustice through the refusal of 
the Democratic majority to allow the Repub- 
lican members free access to President Roose- 
velt’s files. 

The bi-partisan make-up of the committee is 
intended to permit a balanced judgment to be 
arrived at, either by the committee in its report 
or by the public after reading the majority and 
dissenting reports.

The most generous obeisance to the the- 
ory of states’ rights in the legislative his- 
tory of the United States was made by the 
House of Representatives on Sept. 20. By 
a vote of 108 to 11, the House passed a res- 
olution, now before the Senate, declaring 
that “the United States of America hereby 
renounces and disclaims any right, title, 
interest or claim in and to all lands be- 
neath tidewaters and navigable waters 
within the boundaries of each of the re- 
spective states.” 


It happens that beneath the tidewaters 
off the coasts of California and Texas lie 
the richest stores of petroleum now known 
to exist within the jurisdiction of the Unit- 
ed States Government. The recoverable oil 
content of the submerged California coastal 
fields alone is estimated at about 200,000,- 
000 barrels. With development of the proc- 


,ess called “whipstocking,” it may be possi- 


ble to pump incalculable additional amounts 
from the underwater land as much as five 
or six miles from the shore. 


Reserve for Def — 


A decade or so from now, this oil may 
constitute the only available fuel for the 
United States Navy. According to com- 
petent geologists, the known oil deposits 
under the land areas of this country will 
meet our national needs for no longer than 
14 years. Yet the House was in tumultu- 
ous haste last month to renounce any claim 
of the Federal Government to the under- 
sea deposits, 


It was in such haste, indeed, that its 
Judiciary Committee could not find time 
to hear a single representative from the 
Department of the Interior or the Depart- 
ment of Justice or from the Army or the 
Navy. It was in such haste that it indorsed 
this stupendous renunciation after a single 
afternoon of debate, with less than a quo- 
rum of its membership in attendance. And 
it did it with such an absence of fanfare 
that its action rated no more than half an 
inch of space the next morning on page 23 
of the New York Times, on page 17 of the 
Washington Post and on page 4 of PM. 


A Talented Lobby 


The haste of the House is a tribute to the 
lobbying talents of three men—Edwin W., 
Pauley, former treasurer of the Democratic 
National Committee and now United States 
Reparations Commissioner, who has a 
heavy financial stake in the _ tidelands 
through his Petrol Oi] Corp. of California; 
the Attorney General of California, Robert 
W. Kenny, who managed to marshal 45 of 
his. fellow Attorneys General in support of 
the legislation, and William W. Clary, a 
special Assistant Attorney General of Cali- 
fornia, who helped Kenny draft the legis- 
lation and then came up to Washington to 
explain its virtues to House leaders, with 
the help of some introductory telephone 
calls from Ed Pauley. 


Edward A. Harris of the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch has disclosed that Clary’'s fee, if 
the legislation is finally enacted, is to be 
paid in part by the oil companies, which 
will be its principal beneficiaries. 

The stake of the oil companies, and of 
the states of California and Texas, is a 
mammoth one. Private operators have 
leased the tidelands from the states and 
have paid royalties to state treasuries on 
the oil they extracted. The arrangement 
has, of course, been mutually profitable, 


but it has not resulted in any conservation 
of oil for national defense purposes, 


This happy partnership might have con- 
tinued without a care had it not been for 
a notion which formed in the back of Har- 
old Ickes’s curmudgeonish mind that per- 
haps California and Texas were leasing 
lands which really belonged to the nation. 
Mr. Ickes persuaded Mr, Biddle, as the 
final act of that gentleman’s Attorney Gen- 
eralship, to file a suit testing the validity 
of the state titles. Direct hearing of the 
suit by the Supreme Court has now been 
sought by Attorney General Clark, 


The state Attorneys General assert vocif- 
erously that the state titles are indisputa- 
ble—that they are inviolate attributes of 
the sovereignty with which the states came 
into the Union. Mr. Kenny reiterates tedi- 
ously that the question has been settled by 
the courts at least 50 times. But the fact 
is that a Federal claim to the tidelands, or 
to their mineral resources, has never been 
asserted by Congress, and the specific issue 
of Federal versus state ownership has 
never been clearly determined, 
Congress and the Courts <> 

The states undoubtedly have an extreme- 
ly strong case. But their very reluctance 
to put it to judicial test should serve to 
whet popular interest in the views which 
the nine Justices of the Supreme Court 
may hold on this matter. 

What the oil company lobby has done in 
this situation is closely akin to what the 
fire insurance lobby did when the Supreme 
Court had under 
trust suit against insurance underwriters. 
It has sought to circumvent the judiciary 
by rendering the issue moot through legis- 
lative action. 


Congress has unquestionable authority, 
of course, to determine policy in this mat- 
ter. It can change the law, if it desires, 
after a court decision has been rendered. 
But to legislate while litigation is in prog- 
ress is to undermine judicial authority in 
a most reckless fashion.

Dr. J. R. Oppenheimer’s Acceptance Speech for Scroll 
Presented to Los Alamos Laboratory by Maj. Gen. 
L. R. Groves. 

Tt is with appreciation and gratitude that 
I accept from you this scroll for the Los 
Alamos Laboratory, for the men and wom- 
en whose work and whose hearts have 
made it. It is our hope that in years to 
come we may look at this scroll, and all 
that it signifies, with pride. 

Today that pride must be tempered by a 
profound concern. If atomic bombs are to 
be added as new weapons to the arsenals 
of a warring world, or to the arsenals of 
nations preparing for war, then the time 
will come when mankind will curse the 
names of Los Alamos and of Hiroshima, 

The peoples of this world must unite or 
they will perish. This war, that has rav- 
aged so much of the earth, has written 
these words. THe atomic bomb has spelled 
them out for all men to understand. Other 
men have spoken them, in other times, of 
other wars, of other weapons, They have 
not prevailed. 

There are some, misled by a false sense 
of human history, who hold that they will 
not prevail today. It is not for us to be- 
lieve that. By our words we are commit- 
ted, committed to a world united, before 
this common peril, in oars and in humanity.

British-American Trade 


Is Held Vital to World 


“America’s Stake in Britain's Future,” by George 

Soule, (Viking Press, New York.) 

Permanent world-wide prosperity can be 
achieved on the basis of a constantly ex- 
panding production supporting a constantly 
rising standard of living. In such a scheme 
of things, the roles of England and of tke 
United States are quite different. 

England must import more than it ex- 
ports, both for subsistence and for full em- 
ployment. These imports are paid for by 
shipping and banking services and by in- 
vestments abroad, A decrease in economi¢ 
activity anywhere, consequently, makes it 
impossible for England to import what it 
must have to maintain its standard of liv- 
ing. England’s interest in permanent, un- 
interrupted world prosperity is vital and 
inescapably personal. 

« 


* * 

The United States is geared to export 
more than it imports. In the past we have 
managed to give away this surplus (not in 
generosity) by accepting the world’s gold 
for burial in Kentucky, by private and pub- 
lic loans,, later canceled or defaulted, and 
by Federal subsidies. Such practices ac- 
tually impoverish the world by draining off 
the profits that should provide the constant 
expansion. They also make the world, 
thus dependent upon American bounty, sen- 
sitive to the ups and downs of American 
business. 

England, then, wants three things of 
America: an increase of imports till they 
balance our exports, a promise not to subsi- 
dize American trade so that it gains an in- 
superable advantage, a sincere attempt to 
forestall depressions and lessen fluctua- 
ticns. Granted these, England will co-op- 
erate in building an economic “one world.” 

Unless assured of these, England will at- 
tempt to fence off a part of the world that 
can maintain itself without relations with 
the United States. If the past is any guide 
to the future, that could bring on the usual 
political and military repercussions, atomic 
bomb and all. 

* * * 

In brief, this is Soule’s argument. It is 
perhaps a devious way to demonstrate 
America’s stake in Britain's future—to show 
that Britain’s economy is so dependent upon 
ours that the peace and prosperity of the 
world turn upon our adopting a course 
that will insure British prosperity. Also, 
as an account of the world’s economic dif- 
ficulties, the discussion is sharply limited; 
the problems of all the world except that 
once-tight little isle are neglected. 

Within these limits, Soule has done a 
remarkable job of clarifying the intrica- 
cies of world trade and international fi- 
nance, and has given a valuable analysis 
of British thinking and planning. 

Surely, regardless of controversy over 
how it is to be done, this much of his 
thesis is beyond debate: our own peace does 
depend upon our success in arranging @ 
stable prosperity for all the world,

The crux of the American dif- 
ficulty is that in all the regions 
ef the world where there is dan- 
gerous international disorder — 
excepting only in China—the Brit- 
ish interest is older, more direct, 
more deeply vested, than is the 
American. 

In Germany, in Eastern Europe, 
in the Balkans, in the Mediter- 
ranean, in the Middle East and 
throughout Southern Asia and the 
adjacent colonia] islands, the real 
question is not whether Great 
Britain will march at our side. 
The initiative, and the critical re- 
sponsibility are British, and the 
question at bottom is whether we 
shall march at Britain’s side or 
find ways, which are as yet ge 
o 
marching side by side. 

The answer we are able to find 
to this question will almost cer- 
tainly determine whether, in Mr. 
Churchill's words, “everything else 
fails”; that is to say, whether the 
English-speaking nations become 
aligned together in an wuncon- 
trollable conflict with the Soviet 
Wnion in Europe and Asia. 

It is not likely that Mr. Attlee 
and Mr. Truman will have the 
time to examine the problem pro- 
foundly. They will do well if in 
their conversations they go deeply 
enough into it to have made each 
other aware, before they separate, 
that this is the problem of Anglo- 
American relations. 


America and the Empire. 


Tt is not the problem of the 
United States and the British 
Commonwealth; there is no funda- 
mental] problem in our relations 
with the United Kingdom, Can- 
ada, Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa. In peace and in war, 
we are bound to be partners and 
allies. 

The problem is in the relations 
of the United States to the British 
Empire and to the spheres of in- 
fluence and interest—for example, 
the Balkans—within which the 
Empire as such is defended and 
maintained. 

We certainly do not now know 
how to solve this problem, and 
there is little reason to think that 
the British now know how to 
solve it. 

The problem is peculiarly dif- 
ficult because Great Britain is no 
longer strong enough to exercise 
her political authority without our 
support, and we are not now 
equipped to share her authority. 
We are not equipped in the obvi- 
ous sense that we simply do not 
yet have enough diplomats who 


regions, which are so remote from 
our traditional] interests. 

But there is a deeper sense in 
which we are not equipped to col- 
laborate on equal terms with the 
British. It is that their diplomats 
and political agents on the top 
have immediate administrative re- 
sponsibility for what goes on in—- 
say Greece, Syria, Palestine—anc 
very often, indeed oftener than 
not, what we call British policy 
consists in Kkondon having no 
choice but to back up, as we have 
to’ back up Gen. Wedemeyer in 
China, what has already been 
made an accomplished fact thou- 
sands of miles from London. 

It is evident that the United 
States cannot be content just to 
back up London because London 
has no choice but to back up its 
diplomatic agents. 


No Ready Solution. 


J am wef aware that to expound 
the difficulty, as Americans see it, 
is not to solve it. But it is much 
better than to pretend it does not 
exist, and thus to mislead our- 
selves and everyone else. 

Not every problem can be solved 
when it first arises. There are 
problems which are not ripe for 
solution, and this is almost cer- 
tainly one of them. To know that 
much is to know something more 
than not to know anything at all. 

Since the death of President 
Roosevelt, and to a considerable 
extent in the last year, when his 
health was failing so rapidly, the 
world has paid a heavy price for 
the fact that British and Ameri- 
can statesmen have taken such a 
superficial view of the terms and 
conditions under which they can 
collaborate in world affairs. 

For it was superficial to gloss 
over the basic fact that Great 
Britain is over-extended in rela- 
tion to her power and that this 
deficiency cannot he remedied by 
an infusion of American power. 

Neither in dealing with Rus- 
sians nor with the great masses 
of the dependent people of South- 
ern Asia has that been a workable 
formula. It causes the British to 
assume a support that will not in 
fact be given. It causes us to 
meddle in matters of which we 
cannot deal with the consequences. 
And it raises a tremendous screen 
of secondary disputes which pre- 
vents us from coming to grips di- 
rectly with the Russians on the 
issues of absolutely vital impor- 
tance, “ 


A Common Destiny. 


In former days, it would have 
been unseemly to raise such ques- 
tions on the eve of a visit by the 
Prime Minister. But we have to 
talk about these matters with the 
British: they are too urgent.to be 
fobbed off politely. 

Yet we can talk about them 
without fear. For nothing can

FROME KERN DIES 
NOTED SONG WRITER 


Rose From ‘Plugger’ in De- 
partment Store to Composer 
of Hits. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12 (AP)— 
Jerome Kern, composer of “Ol’ 
Man River,” “Smoke Gets in 
Your Eyes” and many other tunes 
popular with Americans for more 
than 30 years, died yesterday aft- 
ernoon in a hospital of cerebral 
thrombosis. He was 60 years old. 

Kern collapsed Nov. 5 on Park 
avenue, three days after arriving, 
in New York from the west coast 
to supervise rehearsals of his 
“Show Boat,” to be revived at the 
Ziegfeld Theater. 

At his bedside when he died 
were his wife, Eva, their daugh- 
ter, Betty, and his old friend,

One of his best-known scores 
was that of “Show Boat,” which 
included such tunes as “Only 
Make Believe,” “Can’t Help Lov- 
ing Dat Man of Mine,” “Why Do 
I Love You?” and the unforget- 
table “Ol’ Man River.” 

Music Publisher. 

The composer spent much of his 
time in Hollywoodin recent years. 
He was also active in the music 
publishing business. 

Among Broadway shows for 
which he wrote musical scores 
were: “Very Warm for May,” “The 
Cat and the Fiddle,” “Sweet 
Adeline,” “Roberta,” “Sally” and 
“She’s a Good Fellow.” It was in 
the last show that Fred and Adele 
Astaire danced their way to fame 
in 1919. / 


The long parade of his hits in- 
clude: “Look for the Silver Lin- 
ing,” “The Night Was Made for 
Love,” “I've Told# Every Little 
Star,” “Till the Clouds Roll By” 
and “Babes in the Woods.” 

Kern was a self-effacing per- 
son who avoided publicity and 
public appearances and was 
known to few of the celebrity 
hunters who haunt first-night au- 
diences. Of medium height and 
build, with. a shock of wavy white 
hair and owlish eyes behind ibg 
tortoise shell glasses, he was a 
fastidious dresser.

Influenza-— 


Common-Sense Medicine 


HE cause of influenza is a 
T iitterabie virus, It is a highly 

communicable diseas. The ba- 
cillus influenza and other organ- 
isms found in the sputum are 
probably secondary invaders. 
Chilling, ill-health and age pre 
dispose one to the disease. 

The symptoms develop rapidly 
usually within one to three days 
after exposure. Chills, high fever, 
severe aching all over the body, 
headache, sneezing, coughing and 
physical collapse (prostration) 
when the infection is severe,’ are 
the usual run of symptoms. The 
throat may be sore and there may 
be a feeling of tightness in the 
chest, 

The disease lasts from about 
three days to a week unless com- 
plications occur. The three most 
common complications are pneu- 
monia, empyema (pus in pleural 
cavity) and weak nerves. The 
heart is frequently weakened if 
the infection is of long duration 
and severity. This is especially 
true in advanced years. Colds are 
frequently called in fluenza though 
colds are usually milder and have 
more marked nose and head symp- 


toms. It is rather difficult to dis- 
tinguish between a severe cold 
and a mild influenza though ex- 
haustion is much more evident in 
influenza than in a cold. 

Intestinal flu is characterized 
by vomiting and diarrhea. At 
times it is mistaken for acute ap- 
pendicitis or some other serious 
abdominal complaint. The blood 
picture and abnormal muscle ri- 
gidity seen in the acute abdomen 
is not present in intestinal flu. 

The treatment of influenza 
should be under the supervision 
of your physician as it requires 
expert care to avoid serious com- 
plications, relapses and undue 
strain on the heart. While wait- 
ing for your physician bed-rest, 
bland-diet, elimination, plenty of 
fluids, etc. are essential. 

There is no prevention, but good

health is maintained at a high 
level. This is best accomplished 
by rest, elimination, correct diet 


and attention to the ventilation of, 


the house with emphasis on the 
humidity of the air.

Between now 
and Thanskgiving day, therefore, 
we can all feel that this is one 
way in which we can actually help 
to make possible through buying 
these bonds, the things which we 
owe to the men who have won the 
war for us. 

Another point, which was em- 
phasized to me when we held our 


rally at the opening of this cam- 
paign at the library at Hyde Park, 
is the fact that anyone can order 
by mail, from our postoffice there, 
the $200 bond known as the 


“Roosevelt Bond.” This is the one 


which carries a photograph of my 
husband on the face of the bond. 

Much has been said during. the 
war about the high wages and spe- 
cial bonuses paid to men in the 
merchant marine. But very little 
is said about the fact that these 
men have no pension, are not in- 


cluded in the social security legis- 
lation, and do not have for their 
families the same security that a 
man in the Navy has a right to 
ask for and receive. The seamen 
have had to fight their way up 
from unbelievably low standards 
of work and wages to better con- 
ditions, but these are none too 
good. Above everything else, these 
men want to be sure of fairly con- 
stant employment. Without that 
assurance, they can never enjoy 
their short rests at home when 
they are with their families. 

If the legislation pending in 
Washington is not passed, I hope 
there will be a demand for its en- 
actment on the part of grateful 
citizens who recognize the courage 
and ability which went into meet- 
ing the requirements of the war. 
It is essential that we have some 
legislation which gives considera- 
tion to our merchant marine as a 
whole.

Y MOTHER'S sister and her husband visited my people 
M in Europe not long before the war broke out. They brought 

me back to the States for a visit with them when they 
left. They begged my parents to allow me to remain with 
them as things began to 
look bad over there and 
they agreed. I have been 
here ever since, have now 
finished college and have 
a very nice job My 
younger brother is now 
all that remains of my 
family in the old country. 
He got word through to 
me and begs me to re- 
turn, that everyone else 
is gone and we have 
mothing left but each other. I feel it is cruel for me to be 
here in the midst of plenty when he is so poor. I know I can’t 
get to him now, but do you think I should as soon as I am 
allowed to? Two years ago I met a man to whom I have be- 
come much attached, and he has asked me to marry him. 
His family background and beliefs are very different from 
mine. My people in Europe were very plain people. My aunt 
here has risen greatly above her station. I feel I am not 
good enough for this man, that if he went, back there and 
found the surroundings I came from he would’nt want me any 
more.

NE can’t brag about the nu- 
() :ritionai value of mushrooms, 

but one can’t be too extrava- 
gant in praising their flavor and 
form. There is’ scarcely a vege- 
table, fish, meat, or poultry dish 
that cannot be enhanced by the 
addition of this very unusual edi- 
ble fungus. Until the last decade 
most of us indulged in mushrooms 
only at the fancier hotels and res- 
taurants. That was because they 
were grown in only certain locali- 
ties and were very expensive and 
not many home cooks knew how 
to prepare them. More general 


production has changed that and . 


in most small towns with just a 
few thousand people one can en- 
joy mushrooms. Right now the 
chief objection to their use is 
their price. So when one does 
have the urge to serve them, it 
should be in some unusual way as 
described below. This method 


‘glamorizes the mushroom and it 


also makes the most of its de- 
licious flavor. One thing to re- 
member is not to over cook. Poor 
cooking and over cooking blacken 

and shrivel them. . 

Mushroom Luncheon Dish. 

Eight strips bacon, one-half 
pound mushrooms (about 16 large 
caps), two tablespoons shorten- 
ing, one-third cup dry bread 
crumbs, two cups cream sauce, 
parsley. Cream sauce: Two table- 
spoons butter or margarine, one- 
fourth cup flour, two cups milk, 
three-fourths teaspoon salt. Fry 
bacon very crisp. Remove, drain 
and crumble fine. Make cream 
sauce and hold over hot water. 
Wash mushrooms. Break stems 
from caps and slice. Saute mush- 
rooms, caps and stems in shorten- 
ing five minutes. Set caps in 
baking pan and fill with bacon, 
combined with bread crumbs, and 
two-thirds cup of cream sauce. 
Mix together thoroughly and heap 
into mushroom caps. Run under 
broiler for two minutes. Add 
mushroom stems to cream sauce, 
heat through and garnish sauce 
with chopped parsley. Serve 
mushrooms on toast points or bis- 
cuits and pour remaining hot 
sauce over them. Serves

Breakfast: Orange juice, hot 
oatmeal with honey, whole wheat 
toast with butter. 


Luncheon: Mushroom luncheon 
dish on toast, lettuce and tomato 
salad, quick carmel] rolls. 

Dinner: Beef stew with dump- 
lings, buttered fresh broccoli, 
tossed green salad bowl, bread 
and butter, fresh pears and 
grapes. 

Quick Carmel Rolls. 

Serve these rolls piping hot for 
the best effect. Cut one loaf of 
unsliced bread in half lengthwise. 
One half of the loaf makes eight 
biscuits so you will probably want 
to work with one half at a time. 
Using the top of the loaf, 
through the top crust and only 
part way down to form eight bis- 
cults. Place three tablespoons of 
butter in a breadpan (8%x4%x3%) 
and place in the oven to melt; add 
one-half cup brown sugar, one- 
fourth cup dark ‘sirup, two table- 
spoons of chopped nuts, two ta- 
blespoons of seedless raisins, Scat- 
ter two more tablespoons of rai- 
sins between the biscuits. Turn 
the biscuits crust side down into 
the sirup, brush the top with one 
tablespoon margarine. Place in a 
425-degree oven for 15 minutes, 
Turn out, pour over the biscuits 
any sirup remaining in the pan. 
Serve hot. 


Apple Slaw 

A rather unusual version of cole 
slaw includes apples and cheese 
in its make-up. It is wonderful 
with cold meats for Sunday night 
supper. Core about three tart red 
apples and dice them without peel- 
ing, Combine them with two cups 
of shredded cabbage and dress 
them with mayonnaise to which 
lemon juice and herb vinegar have 
been added. You may add a little 
sour cream if you like a thicker 
slaw dressing. Cut cheddar cheese 
into long, julienne strips and add 
them to the apple-cabbage mix- 
ture. Season lightly with salt and 
a few grains of cayenne. Mix all

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Thus a New Society Was Formed | 


Admirers of Late George M. Cohan Rally Around to Honor His Memory

HE Cohanesque Society of 

" America, which was Munched 

in-Parlor A at the Mayfair 
Hotel the other night, is a society 
composed of people who just loved 
the late George M. Cohan. In 
fact, the more you loved and ad- 
mired him, the higher your stand- 
ing among the members of the 
society, es a result of which, as 
the evening wore on, there were 
some pretty fervent expressions of 
affection for the late George M., 
as most of the members referred 
to him. 

The moving spirit of the so- 
ciety is Frederick Forthman, a 
pharmacist, whose love for Cohan 
is almost beyond expression. In 
fact, his voice grows husky and 
his eyes become moist when he 
talks about him, and he thinks 
nothing of comparing him, as a 
symbol of patriotism, to George 
Washington, Abraham Lincoln, or 
any other great man in American 
history. 

Forthman’s love for Cohan dates 
back to 1900, when he first saw 
him, here in St. Louis, in a show 
called “The Four Cohans.” “I pre- 
dicted then,” says Forthman, “that 
he would become an outstanding 
personality and , great Ameri- 
can.” As the years passed Forth- 
man saw every show in which 
Cohan appeared, some of them 
more than once, and about 20 
years ago he started correspond- 
ing with Cohan. Just what they 
corresponded about becomes a 
little vague in the telling, but the 
high spot of Forthman’s life came 
in 1938, when he met and talked 
to Cohan. 

“Ever meet him?” asks Forth- 
man. “Well, he’s a regular guy. 
We got acquainted real quick. I 
put my hand on his shoulder and 
I said ‘Well, George M.—’ and we 
went right into patriotism, I don't 
think he really knew that that 
was the underlying thing with his 
shows. I said, ‘Listen, fella, you've 
left something here for posterity.’ 
I talked to him then, that was in 
1938, about the idea of this so- 
ciety.” 

46 HAT did he think of it?” 

W: asked. “He thought it 

was great,” Forthman re- 

plied, adding, “of course the man 
was alive then.” ’ 

About a year and a half ago 
Forthman decided the time had 
come to do something about it, so 
he started to work among several 
other mutual’ admirers of Cohan 
and began talking up the Cohan- 
esque Society, whose purpose, as 
explained on the society's letter- 
head, is “to perpetuate and incul- 
cate that stanch AMERICAN- 
ISM, love of our FLAG, through 
song and dance—so truly exempli- 
fied by the late GEORGE M. 
COHAN,” and “To commemorate, 
fittingly on proper occasions; the 
placement of an appropriate tab- 
let in the city of St. Louis.” 

When I arrived at 8:30, the 
hour scheduled for the meeting, 
there were only a half-dozen peo- 
ple there and they were standing 
around with an air of waiting for 
something to happen. A young 
man came up and started to pin 
a red, white and blue ribbon bear- 
ing the words “Cohanesque So- 
ciety” on my lapel. I explained 
that I wasn’t a prospective mem- 
ber, just a reporter. “That's all 
right,” he said, “you’re here, aren't 
you?” I couldn’t deny that, so he 
pinned the ribbon on me. I looked 
around the hall and found that the 
two most prominent features were 
a large picture of George M. Co- 
han and a large American flag. 

I took advantage of an oppor 
tunity to talk to Forthman about 
aims and purposes of the organi- 
zation. 

“There’s some d¥ep stuff under 
lying this thing,” he told me. “A 
great American spirit, we want to 
inculcate this thing. If you love 
that flag,” he said, pointing to the 
flag, “it’s not his music we're in- 
terested in}; you can’t add or,sub- 
tract from that. It’s there, But 
there’s a spirit of stanch — get 
that, stanch — underlying: Ameri- 
canism.,

loved that emblem, that flag. 
There’s a lot of people that should 
love it, and I think we can make 
them do it. That’s one of the 
goals of this thing. And then, we 
aim to erect a tablet of some kind. 
It will probably be here in the 
Mayfair Hotel, because this is 
where he always stopped. I talked 
to him right here in this hotel in 
1938.” 

I asked him how many notices 
he had sent out about the meet- 
ing. About 150, he said. I asked 
him how he selected § them. 
“They’re all outstanding people,” 
he said. “All well known and up- 
standing people.” 

“Are they all admirers of 
Cohan?” I asked. He looked at 
me with surprise. “Certainly,” he 
said. “The world is full of people 
who loved George M. Cohan.” 

A woman had seated herself at 
the piano, and was playing the 
song about Mary, it’s a grand old 
name. One of the men present 
was singing it, in a half-hearted 
sort of way. ‘There'll be nothing 
sung at the meeting,” Forthman 
pointed out, “but Cohan songs. 
The men will be -known as 
‘Cohanites’ and the women will be 
known as ‘Cohanettes.’ What do 
you think of that?” I said I 
thought it was terrific, 

A few more people began to 
drift in, among them Ed Menges, 
a musician and composer. Forth- 
man introduced us and said that 
Menges would be the musical dl- 
rector of the organization. I asked 
what a musical director would 
do, and learned that Forthman 
and Menges have been working 
about a year on a composition 
about Cohan, which will be called 
“Cohanesque.” I talked to Menges 
and learned that while he likes 
Cohan fine, he is really more of a 
Victor Herbert man. In fact, he 


' feels about the same way about 


Herbert that Forthman feels about 
Cohan, and he sounded me out 
on the possibilities of a similar 
organization among bovers of 
Victor Herbert. 

At this point a bunch of mem- 
bers of the Society for the Preser- 
vation and so forth of Barber 
Shop Harmony arrived on the 
scene, and things began to liven 
up considerably. They had come, 
Forthman said, to sing some good 
old Cohan songs, but it should be 
borne in mind that their organi- 
zation has absolutely no connec- 
tion with the Cohanesque Society, 
although a man can belong to 
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both, if he wants to. The Mound 
City Four, one of the quartets, 
warmed up on a medley of Cohan 
songs. 


HE crowd was further en- 
T iareca by several men who ap- 

parently had been passing by 
and were attracted by the sing- 
ing. They immediately began to 
take advantage of the bar and de- 
velop a great fondness and ad- 
miration for George M. Cohan.

At four hearts doubled West 
elected to open his fourth-highest 
spade. East won, and determined 
to break up the clearly impending 
cross-ruff, returned a trump. 
Dummy’s ten won and a diamond 
was led toward the closed hand, 
East put up the ace (he might 
well have waited!) and led an- 
other trump. Winning with the 
jack, South then led a club. East 
overtook his partner’s ten to lead 
still a third trump, which South 
of course won. 

Before ruffing a club in dummy 
declarer made a vital and far 
seeing play—he cashed the spade 
king. Then he ruffed a club, 
ruffed a spade with his own last 
trump, and ruffed his remaining 
club. At this precise point West 
was squeezed! South’s hand was 
being reduced to the king-qhueen- 
small of diamonds. Before play- 
ing to the last club lead, West 
had three diamonds to the jack 
and the high spade. What could 
he discard? Not the spade, be 
cause when dummy ruffed the 
club, the spade ten would be 
good. So West had to throw off 
a diamond, and declarer won the 
last three and fulfilling tricks 
with his three good diamonds.
